lers,he hath (with griefe be it wricten) no Light, 1o Reaſon, no Religion lefe , bur all is 
Ecclipſed,and there is nothing but God and his owne conſcience that can diſcover nnto 
him that greac Eclipſe of Light'\which hee now ſuffers in the Wolt , the cauſes whereof 
have been here largely declared, and whe King proved to be in a great Eclipſe,
